Meets Instant Death 


Local Freight Cut of Cars 
Side Swipes Loaded One 


Doomed Man Jumps, but Box Car 
Topples Over on Him, Crushing his Life 


Out-Leaves Bride of Five Montns 


Charles W. Lewis, aged 25, of Columbus, was instantly killed 


Monday evening at 7:30 o'clock, when a cut of cars of a local 
freight train in charge of Conductor Seth Sawyer side-swiped 
with a car of coal at the junction of the Panhandle and Walhond- 
ing tracks near the tower at the head of Sixth street. 


Lewis was standing on the top of a box car loaded with hollow 


tile and as this car struck the car of coal and left the tracks, he 
jumped to save himself. .He struck the ground, stumbled and fell 
and the box car toppled over him, crushing him to death.. The roof 
of the car broke open throwing the contents into a heap and it was 
with difficulty that the train crew extricated the body from the 
debris. 


Dr E. C. Carr was summoned at once and he pronounced the vic- 


tim dead, life having been snuffe'd out in an instant. The body was 
removed to the morgue in Wolf's ambulance, from where it will be 
shipped to Columbus on No 7 this morning. Lewis leaves a bride of 
five months and his parents who reside in Dennison. 


Four Cars Off

sults in Murder- Trouble Comes from

rested and brough to this city last evening on the charge of shoot-
